Some of the many questions the 
Planning Commission had posed 
about the C. Michael development 
of the Dominquez Ranch have been 
answered, but the commission is 
going to spend another hour tonight 
(Wednesday) probing for answers to 
more questions. 

The commission wil begin its 
meeting at 6:30 p.m. instead of 7:30 
in the library multi-purpose room to 
further probe into the extensive and 
complex plans. 

Last week they spent five hours 
asking Michael’s architect, Bill 
Phillips, about the proposed lakes, 
extension of services, open space, 
types of housing, and plowing 
through a statistical matrix. 

Most of the questioning and the 
answers related to the first third of 
the development but the entire 
project kept creeping into the 
discussion. 

The first portion of what is 
eventually planned to be a small 
community in itself is earmarked for 
a series of lakeside cluster housing 
of condominiums and townhouses. 

The lakes, three have been 
projected, drew .a lot of attention 
from the commission. Source, 
quantity and quality of water, edge 
landscaping, mosquito control, type 
of construction and use factor 
questions were hurled at Phillips. 

He said that a well on the site 
would provide sufficient water, 
quality will be determined by the 
State Water Control Board (this was 
made a condition), the shoreline will 


be landscaped, the Orange County 
Vector Control District will be 
consulted about mosquitos, the 
lakebed will have sablized clay or a 
vinyl lining and varied uses will be 
controlled. 

The answers moved the commis- 
sion to cast three votes for three 
lakes, as proposed; one vote for a 
single large lake and one vote for no 
lakes which would be replaced by a 
large greenbelt area. The voting 
conerned only the concept of the 
lakes. 

Fire Department and other public 
safety access to the development 
resulted in a consensus that the 
matter be more fully dealt with at a 
later stage of development. 

Conditions that protect the city 
were the main consideration of the 
planners when they discussed open 
spaces, defined as ‘‘common’’ and 
‘‘community.’’ The former would 
leave certain areas in their natural 
state and the latter would be 
developed for recreation purposes. 


The commissioners were firm in 
their stance that residential units not 
be stacked. Commissioner William 
Kittredge voiced the unanimous 
opinion that stacked dwellings 
create a ‘‘social impact.’’ 


All of the talk related to the 
applicants quest for Planned 
Community (PC) zoning, a fact that 
Phillips kept reminding the 
commission of frequently during the 
evening when he felt they were 
digressing from the point.

Council approved making applica- 
tion for a federal grant for 
developing the Palm Avenue park 
site and also discussed it in another 
vein. 

Local Mormons, stymied earlier 
this year when they sought to build a 
church gn church owned land at 
Buena Vista and Grandview by the 
city’s refusal to grant permission, 
were back with a petition for a land 
swap. 

What they had in mind was 
trading the Buena Vista acreage for 
a portion of the Palm Avenue 
site—enough land to build a church. 

Mayor Wedaa was _ favorably 
disposed. ‘‘We — unintentionally 
misled the Mormon Church into 
believing they could build on ae 
land whenever they wished,’ 


said. -'' We--have:.an- obligation to 
them.’ 

Others were less so disposed. 

‘‘We're under an obligation to 
help them,”’ said Fried, ‘‘just as we 
are with anybody; I don't feel we 
deliberately misled them.”’ 

Chaput was more explicit. ‘‘This 
is a bad idea,”’ he said. 

Reasons he cited for opposing the 
swap included the further diminu- 
tion of an already small site in 
exchange for land not well placed for 
park use and loss of value (should 
the church land prove to be of less 
value than the city land, Simonian 
said, the trade would have to be 
accompanied by an exchange of cash 
money to make up the difference— 
part of which would have to go back 
to the county, which put up part of 
the original purchase price of the 
park land). 

Chaput also warned that a church 
built next to the park might run a 
high risk of vandalism.

Yorba Linda became a community 
of scattered ranches in the early 
1900’s. It was not until 1967 that it 
was incorporated as a city. 

Remembering the Chamber of 
Commerce’s Pioneer Day parade, 
last held in 1962, and the quaint 
country flavor and simple charm-jt 
had, Yorba Linda Service League 
voted to present a parade and call it 
Fiesta Days in celebration of the 
incorporation. 

Of course, the fact that none of the 
members had ever organized a 
parade had to be considered. 
However, what Service League 
lacked in experience they more than 


and pure determination. 

A presentation was made to the 
city council by Barbara Machado, 
then secretary of Service League, 
which outlined it’s goal of total 
community involvement. 

It was decided right from the 
beginning that the entries would not 
be judged. It was felt that since the 
parade was meant to bring the 
community together, how much 
better it would be for each group to 
enter for the enjoyment of all rather 
than to be in competition. 

This soon led to an unforeseen 
problem for the parade’s first

The event is co-sponsored 
by the Yorba Linda Rotary Club, Orange County Health Department and the 
OC Chapter, Southern California Veterinarian Medical Association. Cost is 
$2 per dog.

co-chairmen, Barbara Machado and 
Dolly Gant. As the appointed date 
drew nearer, no band had responded 
to the invitation. It was soon learned 
that most bands far preferred to 
enter a competitive parade. 

With a little high pressure 
salesmanship and the goodwill of 
Valencia High School in Placentia 
and Troy High in Fullerton, which 
Yorba Linda students attended, the 
first Fiesta Days Parade was saved 
from being a very quiet parade by 
those two bands. 

Since that first year and from 
those very tentative beginnings 
there has been little trouble getting 
bands and many other entries. 

Through the years the parade has 
grown as the city has grown, from 
the 37 initial entries pulled together 
by Barbara Machado and_ her 
committee, to last year’s Bicenten- 
nial Parade of over 85 participating 


groups, seven bands and _ drill 
teams. 
Still, the simple hometown 


atmosphere remains; the mayor and 
the city council lead the parade 
rather than a famous” grand 
marshall, floats are made by local 
groups and pulled by tractors, 
dunebuggies or whatever is 
available, Scouts, Indian Guides and 
school children march proudly down 
Main Street and their parents are 
even prouder as they wave from the 
curb, 

An old fashioned non-commercial 
fiesta was planned to extend the day 
of celebration and at the same time 
provide local non-profit organiza- 
tions an opportunity to raise funds. 


The money would, in turn, -be 
spent in Yorba Linda for the 
betterment of the community. 

Many groups have since relied on 
Fiesta Days as their primary fund 
raising source for the year. Several 
years a total of over $5,000 has been 
raised by the booths and boutiques. 

There is something for everybody 
at the fiesta; food, games, 
homemade items and_ white 
elephant sales, but most of all, there 
is a contagious feeling of community 
pride and belonging. New residents 
feel welcome and longer time 
residents enjoy seeing people they 
may not have in some time. 

This year, in addition to the 
Pancake Breakfast put on by the 
Women’s Club, which has become a 
tradition, the Rotary is hoping to 
establish another. They will be 
sponsoring and hosting a communi- 
ty barbeque from 2:30 to S. 

Differing from most civic events, 
the expense of Fiesta Days does not 
fall to the citizenry as a whole. 

As a community service and for 
the benefit of the participating 
groups of Yorba Linda and the 
surrounding area, Yorba Linda 
Service League provides for traffic 
direction, detour barriers, parade 
staging and routing, street cleaning 
and, most of all, personnel and the 
co-ordination of the entire celebra- 
tion. 

Though the parade committee 
finds there are necessary changes 
each year since 1968, the original 
concept is protected. In our hectic, 
sophisticated world of today, the 
simplicity and charm of Yorba Linda 
Fiesta Days is truly refreshing.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA DOES ORDAIN AS

SECTION1: Articie | of Chapter 4 of the Code of the City of Yorba Linda, relating to 
Animal Sontrol, is hereby amended by adding Section 4-54, to read as follows: 


Sec. 4-54. Coordination of Section Numbers with County Ordinance.

Division |. Generally 
Sec. 4-55. Definitions 
The following terms as used in this Article shall, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise, have the respective meanings herein set forth 
Animal exhibition means any property where one or more animals are exposed to 
public view for entertainment, instruction or advertisement, including animal acts. 
Activities conducted primarily for the instruction or entertainment of the participants 
for which no public admission is charged, are excluded. 
Animal rental establishment means a place or facility where animals, other than 
dogs, cats or equines, are kept or maintained for hire 
Business means any business, trade, occupation, practice or profession. 
Commerical means operated or carried on primarily for financial gain 
Commercial stable means any property where equines are sheltered or fed on a 
commercial basis 
Grooming Parlor means any premises where animals are groomed, brushed, 
clipped or bathed on a commercial basis 
Kennel means any property where four (4) or more dogs, or four (4) or more cats, 
over the age of four (4) months, are kept or maintained for any purpose, except 
veterinary clinics and hospitals, and except property for which an animal permit has 
been issued pursuant to Section 4-23 
Person means both the singular and plural, and shall also mean and include 
person, individual, firm, corporation, copartnership, association, club, society or any 
other organization. 
Pet shop means any person or facility engaged in the sale or trade of live animals 
on a commercial basis. 
Division 2. Licenses Required 
Sec. 4-56. Licenses required 
It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to engage in, conduct, 
manage or carry on any of the following businesses, practices, professions or 
occupations within the city without first having obtained a license therefor in 
accordance with Division 4 of this Article 
(a) Animal exhibition; 
(b) Animal rental establishment; 
(c) Commercial stable; 
(d) Grooming parlor; 
(e) Kennel, 
(f) Pet shop; 
Division 3. Business Regulations 
Sec. 4-57. Scope 
The business regulations contained in Division 5 of this Article shall apply to any 
business, occupation, practice, profession or trade conducted in the City, named in 
said Division, whether or not a license from the City is required or obtained therefor 
Division 4. License Procedure and General License Requirements 
Sec. 4-58. Issuing officer 
All licenses issued pursuant to this article shal! be issued by the issuing officer, 
who, in the case of licenses for animal exhibitions, animal rental establishments, 
kennels, grooming parlors, commercial stables and pet shops shall be the County 
Health Officer 


Sec. 4-59. Applications 

The issuing officer shall receive all applications for licenses and shall provide such 
application forms as are necessary for the convenience of the public and the economic 
and efficient administration of this article 

Sec. 4-60. Fees 

The City Council shall provide by resolution the amount of each fee to be charged 
for each application or license or both. Such fee shall be payable in accordance with 
the resolution and shall not be refundable 

Sec. 4-61. Duration 

Each license shall be in effect for one year from the date on which it was issued, 
unless otherwise provided by resolution of the City Council 

Sec. 4-62. Reasons for denial 

The issuing officer shall deny the application for a license if he finds 

(a) That the applicant does not fulfill the specific requirements for such license as 
set forth in this article. 

(b) That the applicant has made any false or misleading statement in his 
application 

(c) That the applicant is not of good moral character. If the applicant has been 
convicted of any felony under the laws of this State or has been previously convicted 
of an offense under the laws of any other state of the United States which offense if 
committed in this State would have been punishable as a felony, it shall be presumed 
that he is not of good moral character 

(d)That the applicant is not a fit person to carry on the licensed business 

(e) That the carrying on of the licensed business as described in the application will 
be detrimental to the public health, public morals or public order 

Sec. 4-63. Investigation and Issuance 

Prior to issuing the license, the issuing officer shall make such investigation as he 
deems necessary to determine whether the applicant meets the requirements and 
qualifications for such license, and shall thereafter either issue a license to the 
applicant or shall notify the applicant in writing that his application is denied. The 
issuing officer may consult with and ask for a recommendation from any other City 
officer or department prior to the issuance of any license under this article, and shall, 
at the request of any City office or department, supply such officer or department 
with a copy of any such license or application therefor 

Sec. 4-64. Form of license 

The license and each duplicate license shall contain the date of issuance, the date 
of expiration, a designation of the type of license it is, the location or locations of the 
licensed activity, the signature of the issuing officer, and such other matters as are 
specified in this article and as the issuing officer deems appropriate 

Sec. 4-65. Inspection 

Every applicant or licensee shall permit the issuing officer access to any premises 
or vehicles used In the conduct of the licensed business at all reasonable times, and to 
any records required to be maintained by this article, and the issuing officer shall 
make such inspections thereuf as he deems necessary from time to time 

Sec. 4-66. Display of license 

Each licensee shall display his license or duplicate license in a prominent location 
in each licensed place of business; or if there is none in City shall carry his license on 
his person at all times when conducting the licensed business; or, if a vehicle is 
licensed, in such vehicle; and each licensee shall display his license to any peace 
officer requesting to see it 

Sec. 4-67. Multiple licenses; duplicate license 

Any person carrying on or conducting more than one of the businesses for which a 
license is required under this article shall obtain a license for each such business 
Any person carrying on a licensed activity at more than one place of business shal! 
obtain a duplicate license for each place of business. 

Sec. 4-68. Revocation 

When the issuing officer has issued any license under the terms of this article the 
same may be revoked at any time thereafter by the issuing officer if he becomes 
satisfied that the conduct of the licensed business does not or will not comport with 
the public welfare for any reason or that the same has been conducted in an illegal, 
improper or disorderly manner, or in a manner substantially different from that 
described in the application, or for any reason for which the license application could 
have been denied. 

Sec. 4-69. Licenses not transferable 

No license issued under the terms of this article shall be transferable, and no such 
license shall be displayed or used in conjunction with any activity other than the 
licensed business or by any person other than the licensee or his employee, nor at any 
location other than that indicated on the license and application. 

Sec. 4-70. Temporary permits 

The issuing officer may, in his discretion, upon the filing of an application for a 
license pursuant to this article, issue one temporary permit to conduct the business 
described in the application for a period not to exceed sixty (60) days, if he finds that 
the inability to carry on such business because of the lack of a license would cause 
hardship to the applicant. 

Sec. 4-71. Appeals 

Any person whose application for a license or temporary permit is denied, or 
whose license is revoked, under the terms of this article, by the issuing officer, may 
appeal to the City Council. Said appeal shall be made by verified, written declaration 
to the City Council, received by the Clerk of the City Council within thirty (30) days of 
the action appealed from. The City Council shall hold a hearing on such appeal, and 
notice of the time, date and place of said hearing shall be mailed to the licensee or 
applicant at the address given in the license application at least ten (10) days prior to 
the date of said hearing. For the purpose of said hearing, the City Council may 
appoint any qualified hearing officer to take evidence offered by the applicant and 
the issuing officer concerning the denial or revocation and summarize the evidence 
presented and report his findings and recommendations based on such evidence to 
the City Council, or the City Council may itself take such evidence. 

The following rules of evidence shall apply: 

(a) Oral evidence shall be taken only on ogth or affirmation. 

(b) Each party shall have these rights: To call and examine witnesses, to introduce 
exhibits, to cross-examine opposing witnesses covered in the direct examination, to 
impeach any witness regardless of which party first called him to testify, and to rebut 
the evidence against him. If respondent does not testify, in his own behalf, he may be 
called and examined as if under cross-examination. 

(c) The hearing need not be conducted according to technical rules relating to 
evidence and witnesses. Any relevant evidence shall be admitted 'if it is the sort of 
evidence on which responsible persons are accustomed to rely in the conduct of 
serious aftairs, regardiess of the existence of any common law or statutory rule which 
might make improper the admission of such evidence over objection in civil actions. 
Hearsay evidence may be used for the purpose of supplementing or explaining any 
direct evidence but shail not be sufficient in itself to support a finding unless it would 
be admissible over objection in civil actions. The rules of privilege shail be effective 
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to the same extent that they ars now or hereafter may be recognized in civil actions, 
and irrelevant and unduly repetitious evidence shal! be excluded. 

The Presiding Ofticer of the City Council shall, at the request of the issuing officer 
or the applicant, or their attorneys, issue subpoenas or subpoenas duces tecum to 
compel the attendance of witnesses at said hearing. > 

The City Council shali determine, on all the evidence presented to it, or on the 
summary of evidence and findings of fact and recommendations of the person 
holding the hearing, whether said license or permit should be issued, or whether 
such revoked license should be reinstated and shail direct the issuing officer to act 
accordingly. 


Division 5. Animal Facilities 

Sec. 4-72. Regulations © 

The City Council may, by resolution, adopt regulations governing the construction 
and maintenance of animal facilities licensed under this article, including animal 
exhibitions, animal renta! establishments, sennels, grooming parlors and pet shops. 
Failure to comply with such regulations shail constitute cause for denial or revocation 
of such license. 

Sec. 4-73. Kennel 

No additional pet shop or grooming parlor license shall be required for activities 
covered by the kennel license. 

Sec. 4-74. Pet Shop 

No additional grooming parlor license shall be required for activities covered by a 
pet shop license. 

Sec. 4-75. Veterinary hospitals and clinics : 

Veterinary hospitals and veterinary clinics shall be exempt from the provisions of 
this article with regard to those activities conducted pursuant to any license or permit 
being issued by the State of California. \
